An Ordinance Amending an Ordin-
ance entitled ‘“An Ordinancs
Providing for the Keeping and
Running at Large of Certain
Animals and Providing for a Dog
License,” being Ordinance No.
12,

The Board «of Trustees of the
City of Torrance do ordain as
follows:

Section 1.

Section 3 of an ordinance of the
City of Torrance entitled “An Or-
dinance Providing for the Keeping
and' Running at Large of Certain
Animals and Providing for a Dog
License,” 1is hereby amended to
rend as follows:

Section 8. A special license of
$2.00 on each and every male dog
and on each and every spayed fe-
mule dog, -and $4.00 on each and

the privilege of having and keep-
ing such dog in the City of Tor-
rance is hereby required to be paid
by the owner or person having
custody or control of: such dog,
for each year, commencing on the
1st day of January and ending on |
the 381st day of December next en- |
suing, payable in advance on the
1st days of January of each year.

On and after July 1st of any
year the Clerk is hereby authoriz-
ed to accept such taxes for the |

the yearly rate.
Section 2,

The City Clerk shall certify to

the passage of this ordinance by a
majority vote of all the members
of the Board of Trustees and shall
cause the same to be published onen
in the Torrance Herald, a weekly
newspaper, printed and published
in the City of Torrance, and there-
after this ordinance shall be in full
